Many  have  expressed  surprise  on  their  first  arrival  at  Ning- 
po,  that  no  Dictionary,  or  suitable  text-book  of  any  kind,  has 
ever  been  prepared,  to  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  the  local  dia- 
lect ;  and  those  who  have  wished  to  learn  it,  have  been  compel- 
led to  begin  de  novo,  to  accumulate,  by  a  toilsome  process,  a 
vocabulary,  or  transcribe  one  already  partially  prepared.  The 
present  work  is  an  attempt  to  supply  this  felt  want.  The 
author  began  immediately  on  his  arrival,  nearly  sixteen  years  ago, 
the  collection  of  a  vocabulary  for  personal  use.  This  in  process 
of  time  grew  to  a  considerable  size,  and  the  idea  was  suggested  of 
putting  it  into  a  more  permanent  and  accessible  form.  The 
suggestion  was  taken  up,  and  has  resulted  in  the  present  work. 

During  the  earlier  period  of  preparation,  Lobschied's  and 
Medhurst's  Dictionaries,  and  Williams'  and  Edkins*  Vocabu- 
laries were  freely  consulted.  Every  word  however  has  been 
subsequently  examined  and  re-examined  Tvdth  the  help  of  five 
different  Chinese  teachers,  and  no  pains  have  been  spared  to 
secure  accuracy  as  far  as  possible. 

Just  before  his  death,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Knowlton  reviewed  the 
entire  manuscript,  and  added  many  Chinese  words  and  phrases. 

The  original  plan  was  to  give  the  equivalents  of  the  English 
words  in  the  Romanized  System,  and  also  in  the  Chinese  char- 
acter, adhering  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  sound  of  the  colloquial. 
In  carrying  out  this  plan  great  difficulties  were  encountered. 

It  was  found  that  if  characters  were  used  to  represent  the 
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precise  sound  of  the  colloquial  word  or  phrase,  the  meaning 
would  often  be  sacrificed :  if,  on  the  other  hand,  such  characters 
were  chosen  as  would  fairly  express  the  meaning,  the  sound 
must  often  be  disregarded.  Again,  no  two  teachers  could  be  found, 
who  would  agree,-  as  to  the  character  which  should  be  used  to  re- 
present certain  sounds  ;  for  example,  in  the  word  ^'na-hicun'* 
which  means  infant,  one  teacher  would  write  the  hwun  1^  to  like, 
another  would  write  hivun  ^  to  suck,  another,  hico  ^  a  flower ; 
and,  as  many  such  doubtful  cases  occur  in  the  dialect,  ambiguity 
and  confusion  would  be  the  result,  were  this  plan  adhered  to. 
The  third  and  greatest  difficulty  lay  in  the  fact,  that  there  are 
no  characters  to  represent  a  large  number  of  colloquial  sounds, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  Syllabary  following  the  preface. 

No  doubt  one  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  dialect,  and 
with  the  veng-li,  could  say  absolutely  that  certain  words  must  be 
expressed  by  certain  characters.  This  field,  interesting  as  it  is,  has 
as  yet  been  quite  unexplored  in  Ningpo,  all  our  books  excepting 
the  Church  Prayer-book  having  been  written  in  the  Romanized 
System.  It  would  therefore  be  presumption  on  the  part  of  the 
author,  to  lay  down  a  system  for  writing  the  colloquial  in  the 
character;  and  this  work,  with  the  kindred  one  of  "tracing  out 
the  laws  of  gradual  corruption,*'  is  left  for  those  whose  attain- 
ments better  fit  them  for  the  task. 

The  method  of  giving  the  sense  in  the  character,  and  sacrific- 
ing the  sound  wh^re  it  could  not  be  avoided,  has  been  finally  a- 
dopted  as  affording  the  most  satisfactory  solution  of  the  many 
<iifficulties,  at  least  so  far  as  the  present  purpose  is  concerned. 
In  cases,  therefore,  where  there  is  no  acknowledged  character 
corresponding  to  the  colloquial  word,  borrowed  characters,  i.  e. 
those  having  the  same  sound  but  not  the  same  meaning,  are 
avoided,  and  current  veng-li  is  given  instead.  (Borrowed  ones 
may  have  slipped  in,  but  not  intentionally.)  The  example  given 
above  will  illustrate  this  point:  the  characters,  J®  Dt»  jffl  l^»  or 
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j^  ^,  borrowed  to  represent  the  word  na-htcun,  infant,  mean 
respectively  liking  or  sucking  milk,  and  milk-floicer,  and  not 
infant ;  they  are  therefore  discarded,  and  the  veng-li  characters 
H  ^  (ing-ce)  which  mean  infant  are  used.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
plan  of  writing  the  characters  will  make  the  hook  more  generally 
useful  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  and  that  it  may  also 
prove  a  help  to  Chinese  students  wishing  to  learn  English. 

In  a  few  cases  where  no  veng-li  equivalents  could  be  found, 
Mandarin  expressions  are  used. 

Sometimes  the  colloquial  phrase  expresses  a  peculiar,  and 
purely  local  shade  of  meaning ;  in  such  cases  the  approximate 
meaning  has  been  given  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  veng-li,  or 
the  characters  have  been  omitted. 

Instances  will  no  doubt  occur,  where  characters  will  suggest 
themselves  to  the  student,  which,  at  first  sight,  seem  to  be  more 
appropriate  than  those  used.  These  however  may  be  just 
the  instances  in  which  the  characters  have  been  changed  over 
and  over  again,  and  those  finally  adopted  have  been  the  result 
of  repeated  examinations.  A  very  simple  example  is  the  word 
siao-nying,  meaning  child  in  the  colloquial.  It  would  seem 
self-evident  that  )J*  A  would  be  the  appropriate  characters, 
but  in  the  veng-li  these  signify  a  bad  or  mean  man :  the  char- 
acters >]>  ^  (siao-ce)  are  therefore  substituted. 

As  a  Ningpo  teacher  might  not  always  know  whether  certain 
expressions  would  be  current  elsewhere,  an  experienced  Shang- 
hai teacher  was  employed,  who  read  over  the  work,  and  in  the 
presence  of,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Ningpo  teacher,  altered 
such  words  and  sentences  as  were  unintelligible  to  him. 

The  late  revisions  have  produced  more  changes  than  were 
anticipated  when  the  system  of  attaching  small  circles  to  the 
characters  was  first  adopted,  and  they  might  perhaps  as  well 
have  been  omitted ;  but  they  are  allowed  to  remain,  as  they  may 
aid  the  memory  in  retaining  characters. 
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Tone  marks  have  been  omitted,  not  because  tones  are  deemed 
unimportant,  for  they  certainly  should  be  observed,  especially  in 
some  cases,  as  in  distinguishing  between  shit  JifC  water  and  shu  ^ 
book,  between 7;m^  tJC  ice,  and^jm^  ^  cake,  &c.,  &c. ;  but  there 
seemed  to  be  so  much  uncertainty  about  the  tones  of  many 
words,  that  it  was  deemed  safer  to  leave  the  student  to  learn 
them  from  the  teacher,  rather  than  from  marks.  The  marks 
on  the  accented  syllables  will  aid  the  learner  in  pronouncing 
correctly.  Although  great  pains  have  been  taken  to  have  the 
accents  correctly  marked,  yet  errors  will  doubtless  be  found, 
and  difference  of  opinion  will  exist  as  to  their  proper  location 
in  many  words. 

Teachers  differ  so  greatly,  in  accent,  in  their  modes  of  defining, 
and  in  their  pronunciation,  both  of  the  colloquial,  and  of  the  char- 
acter, that  there  is  room  for  endless  criticism,  and,  moreover,  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  the  first  book  of  its  kind  can  at  all  ap- 
proach perfection.  A  perfect  vocabulary  could  only  result 
from  the  combined  wisdom  and  experience  of  many.  If  however 
this  little  work  shall  aid  any  one  in  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
this  widely  spoken  dialect,  or  if  it  should  incite  some  one  of 
greater  attainments  and  experience,  to  make  a  perfect  Mngpo 
vocabulary,  the  labor  it  has  cost  will  not  have  been  in  vain. 

We  here  thank  heartily  those  who  have  encouraged  or  aided 
us  in  any  way,  and  especially  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Leyenberger,  who 
has  assisted  in  various  ways,  and  who  kindly  furnishes  the  Syl- 
labary, which  follows  the  preface,  and  also  a  list  of  Geographi- 
cal names,  which  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  volume.

From  tlie  following  list  it  will  be  seen  tliat  a  large 
number  of  the  sounds  have  no  charactei:  to  represent 
them.  From  this  arises  the  difficulty  of  using  the 
Chinese  character  in  the  preparation  of  books  in  the 
local  dialect,  and  the  consequent  necessity  of  employ- 
ing some  other  method.  The  Roman  system  is  now 
largely  used  for  this  purpose,  and  thousands  of  books 
have  been  printed  in  this  character,  and  are  in  daily 
use  by  the  people. 

Those  syllables  which  cannot  properly  be  repre- 
sented by  Chinese  characters,  may  be  subdivided  into 
two  classes  : — • 

I.  Those  which  have  absolutely  no  character  in  the 
language  to  express  them,  as  dza^fcB,  gosn,  ve. 

IL  Those  syllables,  which  may  be  represented  by  a 
character,  but  their  pronunciation  has  become  corrupted, 
as  hao  for  kyiao,  hen  for  hyirif  ween  for  ngwcen.

This  variation  is  perhaps  partly  due  to  the  different 
methods  adopted  by  foreigners  for  distinguishing  the 
sounds,  and  partly  perhaps  to  the  fact  that  two  characters 
which  have  the  same  sound  in  one  dialect  often  have 
different  sounds  in  another.  The  great  discrepancy  be- 
tween the  number  of  sounds  in  the  Court  dialect  and 
those  of  the  more  Southern  Provinces  is  somewhat 
remarkable.  But  this  difference  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  in  the  former  the  jih  sing  is  suppressed,  while  it  is 
of  very  frequent  occurrence  in  the  latter. 


EXPLANATIONS. 


1.  In  many  cases,  an  equivalent  for  the  leading  word  is  found  imme- 
diately after  it  in  Italics;  this  is  not  a  definition  of  the  English  word,  but 
the  translation  of  the  Chinese  word  or  phrase  following  it. 

2.  The  system  for  spelling  the  Ningpo  sounds,  is  that  used  by  common 
consent  for  printing  all  the  books  in  the  Ningpo  dialect,  by  whatever 
mission  published. 

3.  Any  foreigner  who  learns  the  colloquial,  should  get  the  sounds  from 
a  native  who  is  acquainted  with  the  Romanized  system,  as  quite  new 
sounds  are  given  to  many  letters,  thus —  cing  is  proriounced  ching ;  i, 
has  the  sound  of  the  English  e,  e  of  a,  &c.,  &c. 

4.  The  classifiers  are  placed  in  brackets  after  nouns. 

5.  The  syllable  ve7ig!,  after  a  word,  is  a  contraction  oiveng-li  [wen-li], 
showing,  either  that  there  was  no  colloquial  equivalent,  or  that  while  such 
a  sentence  might  be  understood  among  literary  men,  it  would  not  be 
understood  by  ordinary  people. 

6 .  The  small  circle  after  a  character  denotes  that  the  sounds  of  the 
colloquial,  and  the  character  differ ;  it  may  be  by  corruption,  or  because 
there  being  no  character  for  the  spoken  word,  another  supposed  to  have 
the  same  meaning  Is  substituted. 

7.  There  are  some  sounds,  in  pronouncing  which,  teachers  differ  greatly 
as  in  saying  tsih  or  shih,  soh  or  shoh,  siang  or  hyiang,  cong  or  tsong^ 
djong  or  ckung,  keh  or  kah,  Jieh  or  hah^  ifec,  &c.  These  difierences  are 
often  marked  in  brackets. 

8.  As  the  distinction  between  the  sounds  oh  and  oh  Is  thought  by 
many  to  be  unimportant,  it  has  been  omitted  in  this  work.
